French, in relenting, ha sten to expla in tha t they do not 
regret their entra nce into the wa r,; they a re n«>t conveited 
to R olla n d s view. They simply ha ve weighed his lite n m 
works a ga inst his crime, a nd decided to repa tria te him. 
To America ns who never ha ve ma tte a study ol the 
ca uses of the wa r’s outbrea k it ma y seem peculia r tha t 
there ever wa s a responsible Frenchma n who objected 
to Fra nce’s pa rticipa tion. It ma y be doubted tha t a ny re 
sponsible Englishma n ever a dvoca ted English neutra lity, 
or tha t a ny Belgia n ever wa nted his country used for a 
highw a y. But a substa ntia l number of these persons did 


wa nt to keep out of the wa r. 
Incidenta lly, a nd to help get to the kernel <d the 
situa tion, Roma ine Holla nd wa s a wa rded the Nobel pea ce 
prize in 1915. The prize money is a wa rded from Sweden, 
but before a Frenchma n ca n be a va ila ble for it he must 
be recommended by a member of the French Aca demy.

A ca dem y; by Ana tole Fra nce, to be specific. \\ ben som e­ 
one a sked Ana tole Fra nce why he nomina ted Holla nd, he 
sa id it wa s beca use Holla nd opposed Fra nce’s pa rt in the 
World wa r. When a sked why he didn’t s u p p or t 
Holla nd 
openly a ga inst th e wa r, Ana tole Fra nce sa id lie ha d been 
a fra id to do so.

Wilhelm sta rted the World wa r. Well, a nywa y, lie didn't 
exa ctly sta rt the shooting, but he could ha ve stopped if b.\ 
refusing to support Austria -Hunga ry.

Ha s a nyone ever wondered w ha t would 
ha ve ha ppened if Engla nd ha d a nnounced a t the outset 
tha t the continent could go ha ng it' it wa nted to, hut tha t 
no Englishma n ever would be sent to gua ra ntee the in 
dependence of Serbia 
Or if Fra nce ba d a nnounced tha t 
Russia could fight it out a lone? Or if ( ’/.a t* Nichola s ha d 
told the Serbia ns to fight their own ba ttles? 
In tha t ca se Austria -Hunga ry would 
ha ve 
Serbia or a t lea st ha ve ma de tha t country a va ssa l, 
would ha ve been no World wa r. If Austria -Hunga rx 
seized Serbia , the Serbs would ha ve been no worst 
economica lly, tha n they a re toda y.
